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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 9-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by UK 2, 234, 827. 

Re claims 1 and 9 for example, note that UK'837 disclose a washing machine, 
comprising: a tub (as at 29) for holding laundry washed; a detergent reservoir (not 
shown) for holding detergent; a control panel (5) to control operation of the machine; a 
monetary payment means (25) operatively connected to the control panel to sense a 
monetary payment to the machine; and a pump (not shown) operatively connected to 
the payment means and to detergent reservoir to automatically pump a selected 
quantity of detergent reservoir to the tub, the selected quantity of detergent 
corresponding to the monetary payment (see the abstract). 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 7 and 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
UK'837. 

Claims 7 and 8 respectively define over UK'837 only in the recitation of the recitation of 
the additional payment for additional additives like a fabric softener and bleach. While 
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not specifically disclosed by UK'837, please note that the same does disclose that the 
user may purchase "detergent or a further service" and the addition of bleach an fabric 
softener are notoriously well known in the art. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Japan'300, Fong, Japan'996 and Fletcher, note the additive 
supply means.
